The prior art rejection of claims 4-8, 10, 57-19 and 79 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Gonnan et al 
WO200042187, and the prior art rejection of claims 4-8, 10, 57-19 and 79 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticioated 
by Gonnan et al, US6,562,578 were discussed. 

Gomian et al, WO200042187 and 102(a) rejection: applicant argued that the present application is entitled to the filing 
date of the provisional application 60/213,125 (22 June 2000), which predates the publication date of the Gorman 
reference of WO200042187 (20 July 2000), and thus, the Gomian reference is not prior art against the presently 
pending claims. The Examiner indicated that the 102(a) rejection is moot in view of the 102(e) rejection bv 
US6,562,578 by the same inventor (see below). 

Gonnan et al, US6,562,578 and 102(e) rejection: applicants attention was directed to the 102(e) rejection made in the 
last Office Action mailed on 23 March 2004, and the fact that the actual filing date of US6,562 578 (10 January 2000) is 
earlier than applicants claimed priority date of 60/213,125, and that US6,562,578 claims priority to provisional 
application 60/1 15,506 filed on 1 1 January 1999. Additionally, there are applications pending in the same family by 
Gomian et al. Applicants will review the Office Action, and all possible options. 
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
